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FIRE ESCAPES FOR SCHOOLS. 


These Serve as a Play Scheme as Well 
as a Protection. 

Seme of the California schools are 
equipped with novel fire escapes, which 
are, not only a safeguard, but afford 
the children as much amusement as a 
regular playground equipment. One of 
these fire escapes in Tropico, near Los 
Angeles, consists of several long sheet 
metal chutes, re-enforced with angle 
iron and secured to the walls of the 
building. They extend from an iron 
platform on the second floor, which 
leads from the main corridor, Sepa- 
rate chutes are provided for the boys 
and girls. 

The teachers encourage the use of 
the slides as an amusement to accus- 
tom the children to them. Each slide 
ends in a slight upward curve to check 
the momentum of the descent. At the 
point where the children reach the 
ground a pile of loose sand breaks the 
fall. 

In Venice, Cal., a spiral chute is em- 
ployed, which is inclosed in a eylin- 
drical. metal casing. This is entered 
from a platform leading from the up- 
per story. Like the straight slide, it ia 
used as an amusement device by the 
pupils. A local hospital makes use of 
one of the same design. 


Futility of “No Trespass” Signs. 

In the American Magazine David 
Grayson comments as’ follows on & 
farmer who covered his land with “No 
Trespass” signs: 

“J did not need to enter his fields, 
nor climb bis hill, nor walk by his 
brook, But as the springs passed and 
the autumns whitened into winter I 
came into more and more complete 
possession of all those fields that he 
so jealously posted.

Combs and the Hair. 

The best comb for the hair is the 
hard rubber coarse comb with smooth, 
rounded edges that will not cut the 
hair. A fine comb has many disadvan- 
tages; therefore the all coarse comb is 
to be preferred. A metal tooth comb 
tends to pull out good hair and is liable 
to wound and scratch the scalp. Never 
use a comb the teeth of which are 
broken. One should never try to save 
money at the expense of a good comb. 
The comb should be wasbed frequently 
in water in which ammonia has been 
added. Scrub out the teeth with a nail 
brush and soap.

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BROODER IMPORTANT. 


Where Large Numbers of Chicks Are 
Raised lt ls Indispensable. 

That the importance of the, brooder 
in rearing large numbers of incubator 
chicks cannot be overestimated is the 
opinion of N. 1. Harris, superintendent 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lece poultry farm. 

Some artificial means. of brooding 
chicks must be provided when incuba- 
tor chicks hatch in cool or cold weath 
ér. Where a small flock of birds is to 
be raised it is not profitable to use 
either the inenbater or brooder, but 
where large numbers of chickens are 
bandied the brooder becomes a matter 
of convenience. 

Keeping chicks in large flocks mini- 
mixes the labor and reduces the cast of 
honses and yards. Where hens are 
used for brooders in cold weather only 
a few chicks can be given to each hen. 
This requires a large number of coops, 
and the attendant is compelled to give 
each group nearly as much attention as 
would be required for one large flock 
eared for by the brooder. 

A large percentage of the hen brood- 
ed ebicks suffer from the effects of 
head lice. These not only are bother- 
some to the newly hatched chick, but 
continue to be a source of trouble 
through the entire season. 

Where hens are not available and 
only a few chicks are to be raised it is 
possible to construct a homemade

brooder. ‘These usually require consid- 
erably more attention than those en the 
market, but will give fairly good re- 
sults. 

The most common method of heating 
these homemade brooders is by means 
of a jug of hot water. A box which 
contains sufficient room for from 50 to 
100 chicks and which is tight on all 
sides excepting the front is the first re- 
quirement. Some method of ventilation 
should be provided on the top of the 
box. A two gallon jug of hot water 
furnishes the heating plant. The jug 
should be wrapped in burlap to pro 
tect the chicks and aid in retaining the 
heat. This brooder will keep a limited 
number of chicks perfectly comfortable. 

There are nearly as many makes of 

lbrooders on the market as there are 
incubator factories in the country. 
Many of these brooders are 80 cheaply 
eonstructed as to be in constant danger 
lof fire, Many small brooders are on 
the murket, however, which are practi- 
cally fireproof and which have a ca- 
pacity of from 50 to 100 chicks, 


Care of Chicks. 

Previde the chicks with clean fresh 
water until they are a month or six 
kl. 

After the first few days feed daily 
ut opions, green alfalfa. spre uted cats 
or sents other suitable green feed un- 
lesa chicks can get such material op 
rubnye. 

Feed charcoal. grit and bonemeal 
separately in a suitable feed hopper. 

Plenty of exercise on range and pien- 
ty of green feed and bonemea! will pre- 
j vent leg weakness. 

Toe picking or cannibalism can be 
prevented by providing plenty of an- 
imal food, green feed. exercise and by 
putting a little salt in the mash, net 
over one-half of 1 per cent.

| Caused Dramatic Scenes. 

The recent short strike of the To 
‘ponte street rallwaymen will recall 
io wind a wimilar situation in Torer 
to fifteen years ago, when 4 Birike 
was declared, from which developed 
ithe most momentous episgdes in the 
city’s history since the days of the 
rebellion of 1897, when William 
Lyon Mackenzie's rebels took thelist 
stand in Monhigomery's tavern. it 
was on the 2ist day of June, 1902 
that the employer falied to come i 
terms with the officials of ihe com 
pany, and a strike of street railway 
men ensued, 


On that occasion a general riot de-| 


veloped when the company endeavor 
‘ed to run care on the streets 
i¢harge of non-union men. 
day, the 22nd, the climax was reach 
ed, and mobe throu shout the city 
i etermed the property 
pany. Whenever a car issued from 
the barns it was promptly set. upon 
and stoned. In the vicinity of the 
King etreet car barns a erowd esti 

ated at 20,000, composed of rail 
waymen, their sympathizers, and 


ed the barns, injuring two men who 

tattempted to take a car out The 
| police were unable to 
situation. Worn out with the vigil 
of the previous few days, they were 
forced to allow the strikers more 
jeas free play. 

So ugly was the mood of the riot- 
‘ers atid so serious did the situation 
| mecome aa the day passed on that the 
‘eity officials met and demanded the 
/ galling out of the militia to qiell the 
‘jawlesa disturbers of the peace. The 

order waa given out for members of 
'the’three local militia units, 700 io 
| number, to assemble at the armorics 
ion the following morning. A mes- 
_ sage was sent to Niasara camp or- 
pdering the cavalry encamped there to 
| report to Loronto at once, and three 
/apectal traine were provided for their 
| transportation. 
| The cavalry reached Toronto on 
| Monday the 23rd, and they proceed- 
‘ed up Yonge street under the leader- 
ghip of Colonel Buchan, bd. 0. C., 
‘amid cheers and hisses of the watch- 
ing thousands who thronged the 
atreeta in the expectation of seeing 
strenuous measures adopted in the 
effort to restore peace. Later in the 
day a message reached Col. Buchan 
that a settlement had been effected 
and the strike was therefore at An 
end. In the meantime the different 
city car barns had been garrisoned 
by detachments from tLe local militia 
regimenta. 

The discontent then arose over the 
queation of wages, the 
the former occasion demanding that 
the following scale be introduced: 
One to three years’ service, 18 cents 
an hour; three to five years, 20 cents, 
and over five years’ service, 22 cents. 
The Star 
of ‘the car men, and 2 mass meeting 
was called for midnight, June 17, 
when the matter was thoroughly dis- 

, and the above scale ap- 
proved, 

The company co;promisedjand of- 
fered a scale of wages of ni to 21 
centa according to the length‘of ser- 
vice. On Saturday night another 
meeting was held and a vote was 
taken, The terms presented by the 
company were rejected, however, and 
a strike was declared.

The domes and minarets, of which 
there are no fewer than 2,000, the ear- 
liest dating from the twelfth century, 
are ornamented with glazed tiles and 
paintings in green and white\and are 
considered to be the finest in the world, 

When Bagdad was the home of the 
caliphate in the eighth century it waa 
the finest city in the world, possessing 
a population of over 2,000,000.

Korniloff's attempt to upset the Pro- 
visional Goyernment in Russia an 
secure the office of dictator for himself 
has collapsed. In order to avoid di- 
vision of effort in dealing with Korni- 
loff, while that general was at the 
head of an insurgent army, the Pro- 
visional Government last week placed 
supreme power in the hands of Keren- 
sky. Now that Korniloff has gone un- 
der the other K. remainsdictator with 
no One person or group of persons ayp- 
parently strong enough to dispute his 
sway. And yet, asif in a apirit. off 
irony, the same despatches that con- 
vey the information. declare that Rus- 
sia has been formally proclaimed a Ke- | 
public. , 

In other political flelds connected | 
with the war. no important develop 
ments have occurred in the week. The| 
Cabinet crisis in France does not yet} 
appear to have passed but the disturb- 
ing news has come through in regard 
to the situation there, and from Eng- 
land there is nothing further to record 
as to the attitade of Labor towards 
movements looking towards peace. 

In the fields of action the week has 
been wholly devoid of great events. 
On the Eastern front, coincident with 
the collapse of the Korniloff revolt, 
Russia's resistance to the German ad- 
vance seems to have stiffened some- 
what. On the western front, despite 
the daily toll of losses, not enough 
ground has apparently been gained by 
either side to make a truck garden. 

The most importint news comes 
from the Italian front. The Italian 
army is the only army on the allied 
side which has, aside from spasmodic 
and seemingly futile efforts in Asia 
Minor, carried the war intoenemy ter- 
ritory and maintained it there. Now 
with the Austrian port of Trieste ap- 
parently within their grasp, it is an- 
nounced that the Italian troops will, 
without relaxing efforts on their own 
front, attempt to puta little life into 
the Balkan campaign, which has been 
in a state of somnolence for months, 
by beginning a vigorous offensive 
there ag well. 

The Pope, it is reported, still hopes 
for péace and will continue to work 
for its realization. Germany has just 
answered his last pro Is. The 
United States works effectively for 
peace by putting the northern neut- 
rals, who have been dividing their 
food with Germany,on rations. There 
is no sign of peace on the battlefronts. 
Interest shifted last week to the con- 
flict between Italy and Austria in 
which Italy has been making head- 
way in her effort to round the Gulf of 


Venice and take Trieste from the rear.

I do not believe there is any active 
hostility among either people to the 
conception of such an agreement, 
There was hostility in the past. For 
a hundred years England has regard- 
ed the United States as their heredit- 
ary foe. Writing in the thirties of 
the nineteenth centry, De Toctqueville | 
said: “One could not find more bitter! 
hatred than that which exists between 
the Americans of the United States) 
and the English.” “Twisting the Lion's 
Tail” was a popular diversion among | 
American politicians. American child- 
ren were taught in their schools to | 
hate England and to leok forward te, 
covenee upon her, That period has 
passed away. Time wore it out. Eng- 
land developed into the British Em- 
pire. The people of United States 
could feel no grudge rankling in their 
breasts against the people of Canada, 
of Australia, of New Zealand, of South 
Africa. The new Americans, too, 
were for the most part ignorant of the | 
causes which had set their country in 
opposition to the English. They could 
not be expected to carry on & fued a- 
bout which they knew nothing. The 
German language newspapers try 
hard to keep up the old, bitter feeling 
against England, but they are not suc- 
cesaful in more than a very limited 
sense. Kven the frish in the United 
States leave the venomous anti-Bri- 
tish propaganda to a small and rela- 
tive feeble section of professional ex- 
tremists. Nowhere, I believe, would 
there be anything like enough op i- 
tion to prevent the English-speaking 
peoples from agreeing upon some 
form of Federation, if it were clear 
that zreat practical advantage would 
flow from it. 

What likelihood is their of the Bri- 
tish Empire and the United States be- 
ing forced to decide that Federation 
would be mutually advantageous? 
The answer to that question depends 
upon how far Absolution is discredit- 
ed at the end of the war. Will there 
still rage, after peace has been ‘made, 
the strife of principles which has been 
going on everywhere since the idea of 
“Government of the people by the 
os le for the people” was proclaimed? 

Vill the principle which draws ite law 
from the will of the people be stron 
enough after the war to make an en 
of the Prussian principle which, in the 
words of Bismarck “rests on the auth- 
ority created by God, on authority by 
the grace of God? In other words can 
the world be freed from the threat of 
being dominated by the mediocre, but 
greedy Hohenzollern family ? We 
cannot yet say. 

All we can say is that up to now the 
German people have shown no sign of 
any combined desire to make their 
will predominate over the authority 
claimed by the Prussian Kaiser as 
having been conferred upon him “by 
the grace of God.” ‘They still humbly 
prostrate themselves before the fetish 
of Divine Right. They still acquiesce 
in government by a hereditary mili- 
tary despotism. They are still deluded. 
They are still sheep. And so long as 
one hundred millions of people in the 
centre of Europe (I take the approxi- 
mate number of Germans in Germany 
and Austria), so long as these hundred 


of their frequent inderetandinge 
lie far outside of our province, and 
circumstance that America is geogra- 

hically remote will facilitate our po

It ts 
impossible to say how many have 
been already destroyed, but The 
Geientifie American is inclined to 
think that the mortality among them 
is by no means as great a5 had been 
represented. Says the editor: 

“Tt is only recently that this jour- 


nal has been able to obtain a con | 


servative estimate, in quarters where 
reliable statistics are available; and 
we are informed that a total loss of 
one hundred would be, if anything, 
ah overstatement of the truth. This 
figure includes many boats which 
were supposed to be lost because they 
were believed to have been heavily 
hit by abell-fire. 

“For some months we bave had a 
growing conviction, based upon 4 
very 
that the submarine losses were not 
nearly so large as represented, and 
that with the growth in size, speed, 
and sea-keeping qualities of the sub- 
marine, the problem of meeting and 


breaking up the so-called blockade is 


becoming increasingly difficult. . 

“Of course, the only plan by Which 
Germany could build a thousand 
submarines in a year would be by 
what has come to be known 4s the 
manufacturing method, of which @ 
notable example is found in the 
great Ford plant at Detroit. It is 
pretty ‘safe to say that she has 
adopted a standard type of craft, the 
details of which are based upon the 
experience of the past two and a half 
years, and that ashe 
whole of her ship-building plants, 


public and private, and a correspond | 


ing number of her engine-bulilding 
firms, in this work. 

“We have made investigation of 
the capacity of the German yards as 
regards building ways, and it dis- 
closes the interesting fact that, with- 
out laying down any additional ways, 
ehe could have under construction 
at any given time about 530 subma-~- 
rinea of the size of the U-63 which 
came to Newport last year. The 
00-ton submarine requires about 30 
feet of clear width in order to allow 
a working space around the hull, 
and its length is something under 
250 teet. Each of the three 625-foot 
drydocks at Wilhelmshaven, for in- 
stance, would permit of ihe construc- 
tion of six submarinss on its floor, 
and eight boats could be constructed 
im each of the larger docks, 822 feet 
in length, “ Also the floating docks, 
of which the Germans have 50 many, 
would form excellent building ways. 
The smaller drydocks, 500 feet or 
less in length, and the floatihg docks 
would take two, three, or four sub- 
marines, as the case might be. More- 
over, ways suitable for submarine 
construction can be built rapidly on 
foresbore or river-bank, and the 
actual shipping and dockyard capa- 
¢ity, so far as building ways is con- 
cerned, could quickly be doubled, Uf 
the Germans thought fit, they could 
have a thousand submarines under 
construction at the same time. 

“The Central Powers may have 
two bundred submarines afloat (and 
we think it is possible that they have 
many more than that), and if, as is 
more than likely, they have some five 
hundred on the ways at the present 
time,-this would mean that im six 
months they would have seven hun- 
dred U-boats available, and twelve 
hundred by next spring.

A Japanese paper 
interested in the question recently 
estimated that the women of the 
country are engaged in no lens than 
64 occupations, waich not #0 long 
ago were considered 4&5 
exclusively to men. 

Por example, Japanese ‘women 
have gone into railroad work. They 
are occupying posts as cashiers, 
beokkeepers, and ticket sellers. The 
Imperial Railway Bureau is credited 
with employing some 4,000 of them 
in auch positions. The Impertal Ar- 
senal, too, employs a number of wo- 
men, but there the work is extremely 
hard. The banks are finding their 
services valuable, although they have 
not yet reached the point of paying 
them a good wage. Still they furn- 
jah their women employes with work- 
ing clothes and lunches, in addition 
to their salaries. Two such institu- 
tions, the Lank of Japan and the 
Hypothec Bank employ approximate- 
ty 125 each. These women also
